DIRECT FOR PEACE 


— 


Frenchman Has Been Authorized 
By Spain to Negotiate Terms, 


PROPOSITIONS ALREADY MADE 


After Cablnet Had Arranged Its Bemands 
the Ambassador Shows Credentlals, 


MODIFICATIONS = ARE — REQUESTER 


McKinley Makes Slight Changes !n the 
Terms Eminating from Cabinet 
and It fis Believed Spain 
Wil Agree to Cambon’s 
Conditions. 


Washington, July 30.—Events of the most 
momentous character occurred at the con- 
ference at the white house this afternoon 
between the president, Ambassador Cam- 


bon, of France, and Secretary Day, carry- 


" {ng the peace negotiations far beyond the 


mere submission of terms of peace by the 
United States and reaching the point of a 
preliminary basis of peace between the gov- 
ernment of Spain and the government of 
the United States, needing only the ratifi- 
cation of the Madrid cabinet in what was 
done today te bring the war to an end. 


This was accomplished on the part of 
Spain when Ambassador Cambon pre- 
sented to the president credentials he 
had received from the Spanish govern- 
ment appointing him envoy extraordi- 
mary and plenipotentiary, with complete 
instructions as to the manner of acting 
upon every one of the peace conditions 
ihe a by the United States, includ- 

the disposition of Cuba, Porto Rico, 
the Philippines, the Ladrones, indem- 
nity, armistice and all other questions 
likely to arise in the course of the 
negotiations. 


With these credentials authorizing him to 
speak as plenipotentiary for the govern- 
ment of Spain, and with full instructions 
on every point at issue, Ambassador Cam- 


“bon, in behalf of Spain, not only received 


the peace conditions laid down by the 
American cabinet earlier in the day, but 
thereupon entered upon their full discussion 
with a view to reaching a final and com- 
plete agreement. 

After strong argument the president 
and Secretary Day consented to a 
modification of the American terms 
in one particular. 

What that modification relates to is not 
disclosed, but it is believed not to apply 
to the condition for the absolute inde- 
pendence of Cuba, the cession of Porto 
Rico or the granting of adequate coaling 
stations to the United States in the Pacific 
or to diminish in any vital particular the 
terms on which peace will be restored. The 
modification brought about practical unan- 
imity between the president and Ambassa- 
dor Cambon, as plenipotentiary for Spain, 
and the latter has now transmitted the 
results of the conference to Madrid for ap- 
proval, which, if given, will end the war. 


Came About Unexpectedly. 
The profoundly important results devel- 


oped today came about most unexpectedly. 
Ambassador Cambon’s cal was set for 2 
o'clock, and it was expected to last but a 
few minutes, while the answer of the 
United States was being handed to him. 
But since the original proposition of Spain 
was presented last Tuesday, M. Cambon 
had prepared himself to speak with au- 
thority on the questions which were to 
arise. The president himself had preferred 
this course, although outside of himself 
and the ambassador few were aware that 
the latter would come ready to treat as 
the envoy of Spain. 

The first ingtructions to-M. Cambon 
made him merely a medium of com- 
municating Spain’s first note, but now 
he apppeared with all the attributes 
of the direct diplomatic officer of 
Spain, empowerei to act for the gov- 


ernment within his very complete in- 


structions. , 

The meeting was held in the president’s 
library, and both in the subjects discussed 
and the impressive manner in which the 
argument proceeded, it was a conference 
destined to become memorable. 

After M. Cambon had presented his cre- 
dentials as plenipotentiary and they had 
—————

been examined and his status recognized | 


-as the envoy of Spain, the first business 
was the presentation of the terms laid down. 


by the United States government. Secretary 
Day read the terms, pausing at the end 
of each sentence to allow M. Thebault, the 
first secretary of the French embassy, to 
interpret them tuto French, as the am- 
bassador’s knowledge of English is limited. 
This reading by Secretary Day and inter- 
preting by M. Thebault took but fifteen 
minutes. Then began the discussion point 
by point. The president and the ambassa- 
dor addressed each other directly, and with 
the greatest freedom and frankness, each 
stoutly maintaining the justice of his posi- 
tion on the several points involved. 

When at last, after an eloquent plea 
by the ambassador, it was agreed to 
modify the conditions in one particu- 
lar, Secretary Day withdrew for half 
an hour and attended to drafting the 
modification.’ 

This accomplished, the ambassador ad- 
dressed himself to the president, not 60 
much as the advocate of Spain, but per- 
sonally, having with the president, man 
for man, 2 like imterest in humanity. 

M. Cambon is a man of fervent eloquence 
and he spoke with an intensity of feeling 
which made a deep impression on the pres- 
ident and the others present. He spoke im 
French, each sentence being caught up and 
interpreted by M. Thebault with rapidity, 
i that the earnestness of the ambassador’s 
impression lost little by this indirect meth- 


od of communication. Lhe president spoke 


with equal frankness, and in the lengthy 
discussion there was ecarcely a point in 
the whole range of the war which was 
not met and freely considered. 


What the modification is that has been 
agreed upon can be only conjectured, 
but there is reason to believe that it 
reluces either to the time when actual 
hostilities will be suspended or else to 
the extent of our interest in the Phil- 
ippines, leaving unchanged the condi- 
tion tRhat Spain shalk withdraw from 
Cuba and Porto Rico, grant the United 
States coaling stations in the Pacific 
and make important concessions in the 
Philippines. 


It is now for the Madrid government to 
give final approval to what was partially 


accomplished today. It is even possible 
’ 


that this approval may come very speed- 
ily, within a day or two, for there is no 
need of extended conference or correspon- 


dnece. All that was accomplished today, 


when M. Cambon acted as plenipotentiary. 
From the fact that he acted under instruc- 
tions, the prospect would seem to be hope- 
ful for Spain’s ratifying what has been 
done. But it is for Spain herself to deter- 
mine between the issue of peace cr war 


as now presented. 
Cabinet Meeting Before Conference. 
At half-past 10 o’clock this morning the 


members of the cabinet began to assemble 
at the white house to resume their discus- 
sion at the point where it was interrupted 


yesterday by adjournment. Secretary Day 


had prepared a draft of the answer, based 
on the expressions of. his colleagues in 
the cabinet yesterday and it was expected 
that only a short time would be consumed 
in going over this and giving it formal 


approval. It turned out otherwise, how- 


ever. Probably over might new factors had 
suggested themselves or fresh influences 
had been brought to bear, for the cabinet 
was soon engaged in an animated discus- 
sion of the Philippine islands settlement. 
The other points of the answer were 
ratified as they stood yesterday, namely:

The message from Admiral Dewey read: 

“Cavite, July 2.—Secretary of the Navy— 
Merritt arrived yesterday in the Newport. 
The remainder of the expedition is expect- 
ed within the next few days). DBPWEY.” 

A second message from Admiral Dewey 
announces that Aguinaldo has assumed a 
bold attitude of defiance, and that it would 


take a large force from this country to 
subdue the insurgents. 

The statement of General Merritt con- 
tained in his cablegram today that he 
probably would need all the troops that had 
been assigned to him, was regarded as a 
little ominous of trouble to come, though 
whether this is to be with the natives or 
incident to the siege of Manila is not evi- 
dent. The general’s dispatch was brought 
to Hong Kong on the British gunboat 
Plover, and as he makes no mention of the 
reported surrender of Manila, although his 
dispatch undoubtedly is the latest from 
the Philippines, that report is now looked 
upon as at least premature. It is notice- 
able, too, that Admiral Dewey, in his tele- 
gram, made no reference to the reported 
surrender. | 

General Merritt’s expedition includes the 
transports Ohio, City of Para, Indiana and 
Morgan City, which left here July 27th, 
carrying 3,600 officers and men, under 
Brigadier General McArthur; the steamer 
Valencia, which saile@ on June 28th with 
600 men, and the transport Newport, which 
sailed on June 29th with 800 men under the 
immediate command of General Merritt. 
Altogether there were 5,000 officers and men 
in the third party. ‘The first expedition car- 
ried 2,501 men and the second carried 3,515 
men, so that General Merritt now has under 
his command 11,016 men. 


MFRRITT ASSUMES COMMAND.

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Spanish Commander Surrenders the 
Port of Ponce and Seventy 
Lighters in the Harbor 
Are Secured by the 
Americans. 


Ponce, Porto Rico, July 28, Evening, via 
&. Thomas, Friday, July 29, Morning.—The 
American conquest of Porto Rico has been 
auspicious. The Spanish have abandoned 
Ponce, the principal port on the southern 
coast of the island, and in many respects 
its most progressive city. Last night Gen- 
eral Miles landed, and this morning took 
possession and raised the stars and stripes. 
The inhabitants received the Americans 
with open arms and gave them the wildest 
and most exaggerate@ welcome, indicating 
that the poulation was ripe for the revolt 
wihich was predicted as soon as American 
troops touched the shore. 

The forces landed at Guanica on Monday 
have been moved, and now hold the 
terminus of the railway connecting Yauco 
with Ponce. They encountered no opposi- 
tion except on Tuesday morning at day- 
light, when the advance sKirmishers push- 
ed into a force of Spaniards occupying a 
house on the Yauco road. The skirmishers 
under a hot fire fell back, and then again 
came gallantly forward, driving the enemy 
for a mile from the fortifications into the 
brush. In the encounter three Americans 
were wounded: 

Captain Edward J. Gibbons, company 4A, 
shot in the left leg. 

Captain B. A. Bostwick, in the left arm, 
slightly, and 

Private James Dummond, ¢ompany K, in 
the neck. 

The enemy lost three killed and fourteen 
wounded. 

After the action ft was believed that the 
enemy intended to contest the advance 
from Guanica, and General Miles made 
preparations to send General Wilson's 
troops to Ponce with a view of throwing 
them between Ponce and the enemy and 
closing in on the latter from both “direc- 
tions. He sent word to Captain Higginson, 
of the battleship Massachusetts yesterday 
to be ready to cover the landing today. 

Spanish Commander Surrenders. 

An officer accordingly was sent ashore 
yesterday afternoon to formally demand 
the surrender of the port of Ponce, three 
miles from the city of Ponce. The officer 
was greatly surprised to learn that not 
only the port, but the city of Ponce was 
ready to capitulate. The Spanish comm- 
mander, Julius San Martin, with 1,300 men, 
without artillery, had been taken complete- 


_ly by surprise by the invasion occurring in 


this quarter. On the advice of the British 
consul, he decided to make no resistance. 
A force of marines was immediately land- 
ed from the Annapolis, and the American 
flag was ‘hoisted over the customs house 
in the port of Ponce. During the night the 
Spanish troops retired from the city along 
the military road toward San Juan, where 
it is probable that Captain General Macias 
will eventually concentrate all the Spanish 
forces in the island. 

In the morning General Miles establish- 
ed headquarters at the custom house and 
raised the American flag. 

Among the prizes found in the harbor 
were seventy lighters used in loading sugar 
ships, and these were used instead of 
cutters to convoy the troops ashore, during 
whidh operation not a man or animal was 
injured. 

The scene when the soldiers reached the 
wharves along the water front was re- 
markable. ‘Thousands of the residents of 
the city—men, women and children—lined 
the water front, and shouts of joy and 
cries of ‘“‘Vive Los Americanos!’ "Buenos 
Dias!’ ‘‘Puerto Rico Libre!” greeted them. 
The soldiers were received like liberators 
father than intruders.

Public vehicles did a thriving business 
in conveying the curious to the harbor to 
view the American ships. The doors of 
the merchant house were opened and the 
whole city presénted the appearance of 
celebrating a fete.

Bismarck was sent as ambassador te St.

| the Austrian empire, destroyed the French 


empire and created the new German em- 
pire. He remodeled the map of Europe, dis- 
membering Denmark and France, He ¢én- 
larged the frontiers of Prussia by tpe an- 
nexation of various provinces, including 
the dominions of three dethroned German 
princes and succeeded in placing Germany, 
which had previously been/ the weakest 
and less respected of all the great powers, 
at the head of all] the states of Europe.

tenberg, Austria, Prussia and Saxony were 
entrusted with the execution of the task 
end a war broke out in 1864 with Denmark, 
resulting in the Josg to her of the ‘duchies 
of Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenberg. In- 
stead of giving them up to the duke, Bis- 
marck, who was now a count, determined, 
i¢ possible, to annex them to Prussia. The 
Austrian and Saxon troops were recalled 
and the quarrel eventually led to a war, 
in 1868, between Prussia and Austria, the 
last named country being joined by Bava- 
ria, Hanover,. Hesse-Cassel, Hesse-Darm- 
stadt and Nassau.

In 1868 Bis- 
marck withdrew for some months from 
active public life, but he was in power 
again before the end of the year, Then 
came the Franco-German war of 1870, and 
after a campaign consisting of an unhbro- 
ken series of victories, largely due to the 
strategic genius of Count von Moltke, King 
William wag able, through his chancellor, 
to dictate terms of peace to his assailant. 

Of the events in Prince Bismarck's life 
subsequent to the Franco-German war, it 
may be mentionea that he presided at the 
congresé of Berlin in 1878 ang 1380, and the 
Congo or colonial conference of 1434, 

In Ris domestic legations Prince Bismarck 
has been far less fortunate than in his 
diplomatic negotiations. In his economica) 
policy, beginning as a free trader, he 


adopted a protectionist policy. He first 
largely reduced the customs tariff ana ten

ever. While he thus alienated the liberals, 
his May laws, which were afterwards re- 
pealed, interferring with the religious lib-

Thia offer the prince gratefully 
and graciously declined tut the exchange 
of courtesies between him and the emperor 
served to make very manifest the desire 
of the German people for a reconeiliation. 
This desire was granted in 1895. The em- 
peror sent a present of wine to Friedrichs- 
ruhe and an autograph jetter congratulat- 
ing the prince on his recovery from an 
attack of influenza. Prince Bismarek at 
once responded to this gracious advance 
by going to Berlin and paying hig first 
Visit to the emperor since he had left 
office. The empéror afterwards returned 
the visit at Friedrichsruhe. 

Two attempts have been made on Prince 
Bismarck’s life—the first by a man named 
Blind on ‘May 7, 1866, at Berlin; the second 
on July 13, 1874, by Kullman at Kissin- 
gen, 

Bismarck museum, containing all sorts 
of objects relating to the chancellor's 
career, has been founded at Berlin. Of 
the extensive literature on Prince Bis- 
marck, the chief original sources in Ger- 
man are Poschinger’s edition of Prince 
Bismarck’s Frankfort “letters and dis- 
patches; his correspondence by Koppen; 
his political life and labors and his cabinet 
speeehes by Hahn; his ciography by Heze-

A petition will be presented to that body 
asking it ‘to direct the railroads to give 


Atlanta better station facilities. As hereto- 


fore stated in The Constitution, the com- 


mission cannot compel the railroads to 


build a union station, but they can force 
each one to erect a station for itself, and 
it is Known that two or three of the roads 
would get together and build a joint ter- 
minal rather than put up one each on dif- 
ferent sites, 

A case of this kind came up before the 
state railroad commission from Albany a 
few years ago. The roads at first could 
not agree on a union passenger station, so 
the commission directed each line to erect 
a station of its own. Pretty soon after 
that they agreed. ' 

The plans and specifications have to meet 
the approval of the railroad commissioners, 
so that the roads cannot put up any kind 
of a shack and claim that they have com- 
plied with the order. But they would not 
do that if they could,.because the Manage- 
ments are broad and progressive. They 
have not been indifferent to Atlanta -be- 
cause of any hostility to this c¥y or be- 
cause they did not want to spend the mon- 
ey—not altogether that. The truth is, 
there are some legal and traffic compliva- 
tions. but they can all be straightened 
out. It will require concessions, and that 
has been the obstacle all the time. 

For two years or more thé railroads have 
been trying to unite on a plan for a new 
passenger terminal, and the Southern has 
spent a lot of money to get the ground 
necessary. Right now the Southern and 
the Central are contributing to the Mitchell 
street viaduct, which is &m incident of the 
new station agitation. But while the roads 
have been letting the question drift, walt- 
ing for the lessee of the Western and At- 
Yantic to co-operate, the travel in and out 
of Atlanta thas been growing. There are 
now 102 passenger trains a €ay in and out 
of this city. These arrive and depart be- 
tween the hours of 4 a, m, and 12 o'clock 
midnight. The avérage is just one train 
every twelve minutes, but during the busi- 
ness hours of the day the average is one 
train every seven or eight minwes. In 
some parts of the day half a dozen trains 
arrive and depart in aimost as many min- 
utes. 

Naturally this throws a great many peo- 
ple into the car shed at the same time. 
These 102 trains ougnt to average fifty 
passengers on arrival and departure. That 
estimate would put more than 5,000 people 
passing in and out of the waiting rooms 
in aday. As a matter of fact actual count 
would no doubt show between 10,000 ‘and 
15,000 people passing cnrough the waiting 
rooms daily. 

Perils of Passengers. 

Yesterday afternoon the waiting rooms 
Were crowded and women amd children 
were standing, unable to get seats. The 
air was very bad there, too. The benches 
are so close together that people who sit 
down are constantly banged on the legs 
or trod on by others who are moving 
about. Outside the waiting room, there is 
omly room for two people to pass going to 
the ticket office. The arrangements there 
are poor, and when a passengeft gets his 
ticket and goes out in the maze of trains 
to hunt for a particular one, he has to 
stop and inquire. 

At that instant he hears a voice yell, 
“Look out!’’ 

A train is moving down on him, and as 
he jumps aside he hears another yell: 
“Look out!” | 

This time it 1s probably a big truck load- 
ed with trunks for the baggage room. 

The passenger who attempts to get over 
the tracks and through the moving trains 
and trucks with toppling trunks takes his 
life in his hand.

‘The passenger depot now used jointly by 


the raJroads terminating in or passing 
tthrough the city, has become entirely 
inadequate to meet the convenience and 
comfort of the public, and this condition 
of affairs has existed some years, and yet 
the railroads have taken no steps to rem- 
edy the evil, be it 

“Resolved, By the mayor and general 
countil of the city of Atlanta, That a com- 
mittee of five be appointed from this body 
to act in conjunction with the city attor- 
ney and his assistants, and prepare a pefi- 
tion setting forth in detail the above facts 
and present same to the railroad commis- 
sion, and procure if possible an order re- 
quiring the different railroads of this city 
to prepare suitable accommodations for 


the traveling public.” 
It Is a Live Wire. 

This is a hot agitation. It Has tye a 
very live subject ever since The opi 
tion took it up early last week. OR very- 
body has been for it and this time the agi- 
tation has taken practical shape. It has 
taken some of the railroad managers by 
surprise. The movement was full grown 
and booming along before some of, them 
at a‘distance were aware that ft had 
started. It is not necessary to delay the 
petition to the commission or the hearing. 
Just as soon as the complaint and peti- 
tion are ready they can be filed with 
the commission and the board will prob- 
ably give the roads ten days’ notice, al- 
though it does not have to give them 
any. It is certain that the Southern, Cen- 
tral and Atlanta and West Point will 
admit that there ought to be a new 
union station for Atlanta on a different 
site. The Western and Atlantic’s lessee 
will object to a removal. The Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis pays $30,000 a 
year rental] for the Atlanta terminals. The 
total rental paid to tne state for the use 
of and revenues of the Western and At- 
lantic is $420,000 annually. 

In the past four years the lessee has 
made out of the state road, abOve the 
ctitrent operating expenses and t¥e rental, 
$570,000. 

‘The greatest year was 1895-1896, when 
the net earnings above operating expenses 
and rental amounted to $187,000. 

The year 1894-1895 was the smallest in 
recent years, and the fiscal year which 
closed the last day of last month was 
the next smallest with earnings abcut $1£0,- 
000 over operating expenses and rental. 

Atlanta needs a $600,000 station. The 
roads will build for the future and not 
merely for the present. Ten years hence 
there will probably be twenty-five more 
trains in and out of Atlanta than are now 
running, possibly forty more, because all 
the lines wil! put on suburban trains. To 
accommodate all these there will have 
to be a larger and more cOmmodious 
terminal, both as regards irack and pas- 
senger facilities. 


HORACE SMITH GETS A CHANGE. 


He Is Going to the Nashville, Chafta- 
nooga and St. Louis Railroad. 
Mr. Horace Smith, general freight agent 
of the Southern railway, is going to the 

Nashville, Chattanooga ang St. Louis. 

It is reported from sources that are non- 
sensational that there will be a reorgani- 
zation of the traffic department of that 
system, leased ang operated lines included. 

The matter has been kept so dead quiet 
that officials who woulg be presumed to 
know had rot heard a word about it un- 
til inquiry was made by The Constitution's 
representative. Some discredited the ru- 
mors, expressing the opinion that it was 
a mistake. But The Constitution’s infor- 
mation comes from a high source. 

Mr. Smith was in Nashville last week 
looking over the ground. What his title 
will be has not been learned, but the in- 
timation has been given that it wil) be 
traffic manager of the Nashville, Chatta- 
noogg and St. Louis, with headquarters in 
Nashville. 

Mr, Smith is a brother_of President M. 
H. Smith, of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, and, like the latter, Horace, is an 
expert traffic man. When Horace was on 
the Cincinnati Southern he got business 
that had never gone that way before. It 
is understood that his connection with the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis is 
to begin at once.

“But I marched on and did not hear the 
rest. When I looked back ‘he was dead. 
There were some pitiful sights; men lying 
on the ground all about us groaning, but 
we had no time to stop and give them as- 
sistance or a kind word. Most of the men 
when wounded would faint, and when they 
would regaim consciousness later wceuld 
crawl into the bushes. I am positive that 
many of these were never found and were 
compelled to die alone. 

“Those Mauser rifles are terrors, I'll tell 

ou. But you would pe surprised to see 

OW many ,men live after receiving the 
most desperate wounds. I taw wne cfficer 
with this tongue shot off. and I supposg he 
will never be able to speak agaim. Ile can 
only mumble a little. A friend of mine 
was shot through the arm and the ball 
ranged upward, passing through his breast 
and thence through his jaw. The bullet 
came out of his mouth, breaking several 
of this teeth. He is alive, and when I last 
saw him he was singing as happily as you 
please. I saw one sight that would tough- 
em any man. A young man was ‘ying on 
the ground mortally wounded and when he 
saw hie lieutenant passing, ne called out: 

“Pay, leutenant, give me a cigarette, will 
you?” 

“The officer threw him a box. but they 
were the last he ever smoked, ‘or he died 
the next morning. That is what I call 
game. But you have never seen such gamé 
men as they all were. They did not seem 
to mind being shot any more than ea ; 
and when they were wounded they wou 
laugh and joke with each other as :f noth- 
ing happened. |

“Downpour Has Exceeded Anything in the 


Month of July Since 1887. 
THE SHOWERS MAY CONTINUE 


August as a General Rule Is a Wet 
Month When July Preceding Is Wet. 


HIGH BAROMETER IN FLORIDA THE CAUSE 


Atlanta Is Still Several Inches Behind 
in Rain for Year, but May Catch 
Up Before Dog Days End. 


TLY ts one of the most famous months 


of the whole year for surprises, but-in 

the matter of rainfall the month just 
closing has surpassed itself. Only in one 
year during the past twenty has the pre- 
cipitation for July exceeded the record of 
the month in 1898, and then it looked as 
though it would never stop raining. In 1887 
the rainfall during the month amounted 
to 14.11 inches, while up to noon yesterday 
the record for the present month was 10.23 
inches. The normal rainfall for July in 
this section of the country is 4.62 inches, 
but on the 234 of the month, in as short a 
time as two hours, the rain gage meaégured 
2 inches more than the average for the 
whole month. 

The explanation for this unusual down- 
pour in northern Georgia, while many por- 
tions of the country around are suffering 
for rain, can be found in the conditions of 
the barometer and the areas of high and 
low atmospheric pressure in particular sec- 
tions of the country. At present, as it has 
been for the past two weeks, the barometer 
is low in the west and northwest and cor- 
respondingly high on the south Atlantie 
coast. In middle Florida is to be found the 
area of high pressure. 

The area of low pressure, which is al- 
Ways the cyclonic section, is at the present 
time located in northern Texas. The air 
from the high barometer is drawn in epiral- 
ly toward the low barometer, and coming 
as it does from the Atlantic and gulf coast, 
the atmosphere pas#ing westward is heavily 
laden with moisture and the regions lying 
in its path necessarily have a large precipi- 
tation. : 

Whenever the laden air strikes a moun- 
tain range of any extent it is forced upward 
and the moisture contained in it is precipi- 
tated and for the rest of the course the air 
ie dry and generally cool. 

These conditions, bringing rain almost 
every day, have existed for the last two 
weeks and until they change the weather 
will remain practically the same. The areas 
of low barometer as a ruie move eastward 
and most of them that form in the west 
move off to the Atlantic, following the 
course of the St. Lawrence river. 

Conditions May Not Change. 

The duration of the present conditions 
has been unusually long, for this time of 
the yeur, but the weather bureau is unable 
to tell with any degree of accuracy when 
the change to a dry spell will come. Noth- 
ing has been observed so far to lead the 
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together. 

Such radical differences between cor- 
responding dey a in different years is most 
unusual in the records of the weather bu- 
reau and has excited much comment. 

While the theory of rain necessarily fall- 
ing on all the dog days, if it happens to 
rain on the first is laughed at as a medie- 
val joke at the weather office, still the 
records for the past ten years shows when- 
ever the month of, July is usually rainy 
that August almost invariably is rainy 
also and far exceeds its normal downpour. 
If July is a dry month August is usually 
dry too. Under this theory it would seem 
that the coming monfh will be even slop- 
pier than the one just closing. 


THE WEATHER. 


There ate ‘low peessure areas in the 
northeast and southwest and high pressure 
areas in the northwest and southeast. 


Where the pressure is high the weather 


is cloudy, while elsewhere it ia clear. 

With the exception of the southwest, 
there ig rain reported from the whole 
country. The heaviest fall was at New 
York, 1.44 inches. 

The temperature has risen im the north- 
west, remained stationary in the south- 
west and fallen east of the Mississippi 
river. 

The indications are that in this vicinity 
ne weather will prevail on Sun- 
ay.

Suit Filed by Roby Robinson to Re- 
cover $5,000 Insurance Money. 


IT IS SECURED BY A BINDING RECEIPT 


Unior, Central Life Insurance Company 
of Cincinnati, Is the Defendant. 
Has Refused Payment. 


|) ime a binding receipt bind? That is 


the interesting question that has 

arisen among the insurance men of 
Atlanta, and promises to arouse them in 
every section of the country. ‘The courts 
of Fulton county will be called upon to 
decide the matter that means a great deal 
to insurance agents, as it will establish a 
precedent not yet set up by any court. 

King & Spalding and S. N. Evins, repre- 
senting Roby Robinson, have filed a suit 
in the clerk’s office asking for $5,000}which 
was the amount of life insurance held by 
William F. Robinson in favor of Roby 
Robinson, this son, and secured by a bind- 
ing receipt, in the Union Central Life 
Insurance Company, of Cincinnati. 

‘The insurance company has contested the 
payment of the insurance on the ground 
that the binding receipt does not bind the 
company, and Mr. Roby Robinson has 
brought the suit to recover the money. 

The bill is a lengthy one and covers the 
ground upon which the claim is based very 
fully, putting it in several different lights. 

On January 5th Mr. William M. Leary, 
agent for the Union Central Life Insurance 
Company, approached Mr. Robinson and 
asked if he did not want to take out some 
insurance on his father’s life. Mr, Robin- 
son yielded, the petition says, and agreed 
to make application for a policy for $5,000. 

Pending the acceptance of the applica- 
tion, Mr. William F. Robinson died. The 
son theld a binding receipt for the insur- 
ance money, the payment of which it is 
now alleged is denied by the company. 

The following is the binding receipt, 
marked exhibit A in the petition: 

“Union Central Life Insurance Company, 
Cincinnati, O.—Atlanta, Ga., July 5, 1898. 
Received from Roby Robinson $247.85, being 
the first annual premium on an application 
for a policy of insurance in the Union Cen- 
tral Life Insurance Company, of Cincin- 
nati, O., for $5,000 on the life of William F. 
Robinson. It’ is hereby understood and 
agreed that the said William F. Robinson 
is to be insured from the date of this re- 
ceipt, in accordance with all the provisions, 
conditions and stipulations of the poticies 
of said company, provided said application 
shall be approved and accepted by said 
company; if, however, the application shall 
be declined by the company, this agreement 
is to be null and void, and the amount 
(receipt whereof is herein acknowledged) is 
to be returned to said Roby Robinson by 
me on surrender of this receipt. William 
Leary, general agent Union Central Life 
Insurance Company.” 

The petition cites the following alleged 
facts in regard to the claims of the plaintiff 
and the grounds on which the money is 
collectable:

A warrant will be sworn out for him at 
once and he will be transferred to the 
jail, The officers declare that he will sham 
craziness within a short time and endeavor 
in this way to escape with a life term in 
the penitentiary.

BROUGHT IN BY A PRIZE CREW. 


French Steamship Caught While Land- 
ing Soldiers at Porto Rican Soil.

The island is ful] of relics Of a vanished 
civilization, old embankments, council 
lodges, stone weirs and other traces of an- 
cient cultivation. The natives number 8,000, 
kindly, industrious and peacable, very dark 
in color. Copperas is largely exported, most- 
ly through German traders who have spent 
a vast amount of money and labor there 
for a great many years. 

Tomil harbor is the place of European 
settlement, the seat of the Spanish govern- 
or of the western. Carolines and would be 
a good coaling station. Yap is rich in beau- 
tiful scenery, the groves of bamboo, croton, 
cocoanut and arezla palm being most im- 
pressive. Huge iguanas are found in the 
bush, and the nights are brilliant with fire 
flies. Bird life ig scarce and there are few 
horses and cattle on the island.

UDGE John S. Candler, recently ap- 

pointed colonel] of the Third Georgia 

regiment, United States volunteers, 
will organize the DeKalb county superior 
court on the second Monday in August, 
which is the regular time for the fall term 
to begin. The court will be in session but 
@ short time. and only those cases which 
@re urgent will be placed on the docket for 
disposal. 

Judge Candler will preside, and the juries 
for the term have been summoned. The 
g@rand jury will also be in session for two 
Or three days, which is expected to be the 
extent of the court term. Judge Candler 
has determined that if his regiment was 


tirely needed with the men, 
and care for them, he would adjourn the 
court without a full session, until the 
spring session, or secure some other judge 
in the state to preside for him. 

He found, however, that he could spare 
a few days from Camp Northen next 
month, and has determined to have a short 
term of the court. Al] civil cases not liti-

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SHOT BY ACCIDENT 
AND MAY NOT LIVE 


Guff Helland Was Shot on Whitehall 
Street Last Night. 


HE 4S NOW AT THE HOSPITAL 


J. A. Pruitt and Fred Farris Are Held 
an Suspicion. 


THEY BOTH CLAIM IT WAS AN ACCIDENT 


‘And This Statement Is Apparently 
Borne Out by Facts in the Case, 
as Stated Last Night. 


UPF HOLLAND, a young man well 

known in the city, was the victim 

lest night of what is claimed to 
have been an acciient. He was shot in 
the forehead, the ball entering half way 
between his eyes, near his scalp, and reng- 
ing backward and upward, lodging neat 
the top of ais head. 

J. A. Pruitt and Fred Harris, compan- 
ions of Holland’s, who were with him 
at the time the alleged accident happened, 
are held at the police barracks for inves- 
tigation. They claim the shooting was 
accidental and this statement is apparently 
borne out by the facts. 

The shooting occurred shortly before 7:30 
o’clock last night on Whitehall street, 
near the corner ot Mitchell. A large num- 
ber of people were on the streets and the 
crowd was pressing close to the young 
men, but no one could be found last night, 
except parties interested, who could give 
an account of the shooting. 

A short while after 7 o'clock Guff Hol- 
land, George Robins and Raymond Hudson, 
all young men between the ages of nine- 
teen and twenty-four years, met J. A. 
Pruitt and Fred Farris near the scene of 
the shooting. All are employed at the 
Southern shops and consequently stopped 
to talk. Pruitt and Farris began joking 
the three other boys in regard to their 
destination, saying that they were un- 
doubtedly headed for Decatur street. 

It appears, fowever, that there was no 
quarreling. Pruitt had a pistol, an army 
Colt, 38-caliber, in a case, suspended by a 
strap over his shoulder, and it is said 
that Parris knocked this out in turning 
around. It is said the pistol fell on the 
ground, exploding one cartridge, the ball 
of which struck Holland in the fore- 
head. 

There is a dent on the hammer of the 
revolver, and scraiches on the handle, to 
bear out this statement concerning the 
pistol falling on the ground. Holland fell 
to the sidewalk as soon as he had been 
shot and the other boys helped to carry 
him to Benjamin’s pharmacy, directly 
across the street. Here a large crowd 
collected and the reserve was called out 
to keep the crowd out of the drug store. 
The ambulance was summoned end 
young Holland was taken to the hospital, 
where the physicians operated during the 
night to ascertain the extent of the wound. 
At a late hour last night he was sstill 
unconscious, not having spoken a word 
since the shooting. His condition is pre- 
carious, but the physicians announce that 
there is a chance for his recovery. 

Guff Holland’s father is dead, but his 
mother jis living and was at the hospital 
last night. He has three brothers and 
one sister and resides with his mother -at 
59 Robins street. His brother, Elmer Hol- 
land. employed by the Wood & Beaumont 
Company, stated dast night that so far 
as he knew there had .been no trouble 
between Guff Holland and either Farris 
or Pruitt, and that his understanding of 
the case was that it was an accident. 

An investigation will be held ag soon 
as the extent of the injury sustained by 
young Holland is ascertained.

Mayor Collier and Mayor Pro Tem Dim- 
mock Are Out of Town. 


NO HEAD OF CITY GOVERNMENT 


The Local Delegation to Detroit Left

No municipal papers or checks of any 
character can bo signed, therefore, until 
a provisional mayor is named.

He will sign all checks and mu- 
nicipal papers, and the government will 
proceed as if Mayor Collier was here. 

The convention will be called to order 
in Detroit tomorrow morning and will 
last four days. The programme, which has 
been carefully prepared, contains many 
interesting and instructive features, in- 
cluding papers and addresses on matters 
municipal from some of the leading au- 
thorities in the United States and Can- 
ada,

Their residence fronts the 
river and is embowered in a grove of 
oranges and date palms, interspersed with 
the rarest flowers and regal tropical plants. 
The trees were heavy with green oranges, 
and a few late blossoms lingered to give 
me an idea of their delicate beauty and rich 
fragrance. When we neared Port Tampa 
late in the afternoon we saw five trans- 
ports going out to sea with troops for Porto 
Rico. In the harbor were the Gussie and 
the Mascotte and the Mohican, the largest 
vessel that has yet entered these waters. 

It is needless to say that in Tampa the 
United States’ uniform is everywhere evi- 
dent, and the streets present quite a busy 
air. The soldiers, however, are plainly 
tired of their peaceful lives in time of war, 
and all seem to be anxious to “‘go to the 
front.”’ They seem to dread the idea of 
peace coming before they have the oppor- 
tunity to engage in active battle, and grow 
restless undér the restraint imposed on 
them.

She holds half of 
this continent and invests her 
half with her fortified islands from 
Nova Scotia on the north to British Guiana 
on the south.

The Monroe 
doctrine was proposed by the Engligh 
Canning and announced by an American 
president to ward off aggressions by the 
continental powers of Europe on the new 
republics of South America. None the less 
we are held by the ‘Monroe doctrine to 
the defense of England’s possessions in 
Canada, the Bermudas, the Bahamas, the 
West Indies and in South America, wher- 
ever she is unable singly to hold them 
against one nation or all the nations of 
Europe. Practically the Monroe doctrine 
is an Anglo-American alliance. Because 


we should have defended England's posses- 
sions on this side of the Atlanta if at-

Territcerial expansion is not a 
policy of “‘imperialism.’’ It js the exten- 
sion of that freedom that ha3 ever been 
ours and that liberty of consci«nee which 
is the contribution of the American republic 
to the world. Territorial expansion is our 
inevitable destiny, it is forced upon us by 
the logic of events. It has been the policy 
of our past! and, a consideration which 
cught to have weight with the dominant 
poerty in our state, it is unbroken, time- 
honored, democratic doctrine. The demo- 
cratic party has always favored expansion, 
Ha@ it not been for the democratic party 
the territory of the nation would never 
have extendea west of thé Mississippi river.

Atlanta met her obligations during the 
recent confederate reunion. The Gazette 
aeays.: 
‘The eighth reunion of the United Con- 
federate Veterans .at Atlanta, Ga., has 
come and gone. It was the largest gath- 
ering yet held of the heroes of the sixties. 
The preparations for their entertainment 
were constructed on a more elaborate and 
extended scale than at any previous re- 
union, though in every instance they have 
been conspicuously grand and effusive. 
There is no city in the south which would 
not throw open wide its doors to the 
grand old defeniers of southern homes 
and southern institutions. 

“Rut Atlanta is the one southern city 
whose location, environments, equipments 

nd sentiments render it the most favora- 

Cie for such an occasion. Atlanta is in 
the very heart of the dead confederacy ; 
the capitai of the Empire State of the 
South. peopled and governed by a popula- 
tion of typical southern blood and south- 
ern feelings; equipped with the finest lines 
of transportation converging from every 
section and direction; possessing ample 
accommodations for the entertainment 
and comfort of large gatherings and lib- 
erally provided with parks and buildings 
for public assemblies and demonstrations. 

“Beyond all this, from the time young 
Cobb made that noted speech a year ago 
at Nashville. which settled the place for 
this year’s meeting, the heart of Atlanta 
has been open wide and centered upon 
this great and historic event. Every en- 
ergy and generous impulse was directed 
to the end that it should be the one great 
and grand occasion in the existence of 
the organization, the wne which should 
be most memorable to that great city and 
the greater south. 

“Atlanta has done herself proud in her 
lavish, enthusiastic, patriotic and unstint- 
ed,entertainment of the remaining few 
grond old heroes and patriots, who have 
come down to these propitious hours now 
turning the-corner of the new ce Bury, 
from the bloody, storm-swept days of the 
early sixties. Only a few thousand of 
them are left, now frosted with years, 
weather-beaten by life’s storms and jaded 
and crippled in the now down-hill march 
of life. Often their hearts yearn to meet 
long-lost cOmrades, to look in the wrinkled, 
care-worn faces which, when last seen, 
were lit with the fires of patriotism, flushed 
with the heat of march and smoked and 
powder-burned in fierce battle for the 
cause they loved. 

“This reunion furnishe@ the opportunity, 
With hoary hairs, trembling limbs and tot- 
tering steps, they reached the gates of the 
new Atlanta—the old one went down under 
shot and shel} and fire ang smoke of Sher- 
man’s march to the sea—they found the 
gates standing wide open, the city ablaze 
with the evidences of the lavish !iberality 
of a generous and gracious host. On every 
lintel of window and@ door was written in 
blazing letters, ‘Welcome! Thrice welcome! 
to the heroes of the confederacy! Thrice 
welcome to the defenders of Atlanta! 
Thrice welcome to the battle-scarred and 
war-worn survivors of the storm-cradled 
nation that fell!’ Here and there are ‘old 
flag,’ ‘the bonnie blue flag,’ ‘the battle-torn 
flag,’ floating wearily before their waning 
visions, but in its folds they read the gto- 
ries of comrades that fell and hopes that 
died. 

‘“But the welcome, and such a welcome! 
All Atlanta, young and old, rich and poor, 
saint and sinner, men and women, press 
and pulpit, with one universal shout bade 
them welcome. Te municipal arm was 
thrown about them in protection from the 
frailties and foibles of urban life and 
Georgia grand old Georgia, with wide-open 
arms embraced them tenderly. Brave 
youths and beautiful maidens srulg sengs 
of welcome and praise; business men and 
ministered to their bodily 
comforts and saw that no Want was ul- 
gratified. Martial music, typical of other 
days, floated on every breeze, and silver 
tongueg orators awakened long lost enthu- 
6iasm and rekindled the fires of heroic 
youth as they talked of the past. It was 
a grand welcome, a grand reunion; such a 
one as Atlanta will never witness again, 
such a one as (We hate to say it) the worid 
will never witness again, 

“it is gone—iorever gone! Each return- 
ing year gathers a few more of these old 
jucthers to the grave, leaves a fewer num- 
ber on the immortal roll and tse siope down 
the pathway of life is steeped and, bestrewn 
with the treacherous leaves or decining 
years. Now on the pageant of patriarcas 
wiil march in fewer and fewer tumbers 
until more will be left to tell tne story ot 
Vicksburg, Gettysburg, Malvern Hill and 
Atlanta. They will live only in the mem- 
ory of a grateful peopie. The sons and 
daughters of the confederacy must gather 
up the fallen mantel of their fathers, must 
go on with their reunions; must keep alive 
the embers of a holy and ugquencihable 
fire of constitutional liberty; must cherish 
the memories of the legions that faced 
death for four long years in protection of 
their families and homes; legions such as 
Caesar or *Hannibal or Napoleon never 
marshaled. It is a ead reflection, but in- 
exorable law will soon remove the Jas. of 
these confederate heroes. Atlanta did right 
to lavish her greetings and welcomes. She 
can never do so again in all probability, 
but the old soldiers will die in gratitude 
to Atlanta. As that city in its fall in 1864 
practically became the grave of the young 
confederacy, it was befitting for the rem- 
nant of her armies to assemble once more 
and weep together at the grave where their 
hopes were long since buried and once 
more shed together patriotic tears over 
that grave from which now spring and 
grow the white lilies of civic peace and the 
twining tendrils of a reunited country.”

REPORT OF ENGLISH CHURCH 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The report of the Church Missionary So- 
ciety, of England. expresses great thank- 
fulness for the response which has been 
given to the appedl made two years ago on 
behalf of the “Three Years’ Enterprise,” 
$210,000 having already been contributed. 

Another cheering fact was the increase 
‘4n the number of m‘Stonaries supported by 
the contributions of individuals or as- 
sociated friends from 146 to 317. 

The reports from most parts of the for- 
eign field are good. New openings are men- 
tioned in China, where 74 adults had been 
baptized during the year, and a yery in- 
teresting work was going on among the 
policemen and soldiers of Japan. The re- 
ports as to the soclety’s finances are more 
than wmsually gratifying. 

The whole amount received for the so0- 
ciety’s general work was $1,527,125, or $35,000 
more than in 1896, ani $220,000 more than the 
year preceding that; the largest income, 
in fact, ever received for the general work. 
The total] income on this account was said 
to be at least $00,000 more than the average 
of ten years ago. 

Still, and notwithstanding a deficiency of 
$45,000 in last year’s accounts had been 
wiped out, the rapid development of the 
work had resulted in the expenditure ex- 
ceeding the income by $100,000. 

The mission fields returned 483 stations, 
with 411 ordained and 127 lay European 
_missionaires, 300 wives, 254 other women 
missionaries—in all, 1,092; 357 native and 
Eurasian ciergy, 5,601 native lay teachers, 
6,768 native communicants, 15,139 baptisms 
dur.ing the year, and 2,191 schools, with 
82,696 pupils. ‘ 

Special interest was taken at the an- 
niversary meeting of the society, May 3d, 
in the address of Mr. J. R. Mott, of the 
United States, on the student volunteer 
movement. :

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“Collections and Recollections” is such a 
pleasing, entertaining volume that I marvel 
somewhat that a clever London critic ob- 
jects to the manner in which the book 1s 
presented to the public. The contents of 
the book originally appeared in The Man- 
chester Guardian in the year 1897. The 
author states in a sort of introductory note 
that ‘‘the papers are exactly what the title 
implies. They consist in part of traditions 
and anecdotes which the writer has col- 
lected from people and books; in part of 
incidents which ‘he personally recollects.’’ 
The author also states that outside of his 
own recollections, that he doés not vouch 
for the truth of many of the stories, but 
only “tells the tale as ’twas told him.”’ 

With this modest, but positive statement 
in regard to the nature of ‘this work, the 
reader will not set out with the intention of 
looking for something which ne has been 
notified does not exist. 

The critic above mentioned declares that 
to rescue these papers entire from their 
ephemeral existence, and to present them 
in ‘‘a portly volume,’’ with no effort made 
in the way of selection, shows a hardihood 
that the enjoyment of many readers scarce- 
ly justifies. 

I did not set out, however, to take up 
arms against a critic, but to expose as 
briefly as practivable something of the 
vivacity, the charm and the spontaneity of 
this rather loose and rambling production. 

Mr. Russell’s most direct link in the past 
was in the person of an old Lady Robert 
Seymour, who died ¢n 1855, 
first year. Ghe had the habits and the 
phraseology of the early court of Queen 
Charlotte. “‘Goold.”’ of course she said for 
gold, and ‘‘yaller’’ for yellow, and “‘lay- 
lock’’ for lilac. She laid the stress on the 
second syllable of balcony. She called her 
maid her ‘‘ooman;”’ instead of sleeping at 
a place, she ‘day’’ there, and wihen she 
consulted the doctor she spoke of having 
‘used the potticary.’’ 

These “links with the past’ are given in 
quick, but delightful outlines. The charac- 
ter sketch of the author's father, Lord 
Charles James Fox Russell is remarkably 
well’ done, besides the character drawing, 
the anecdotes, the wit, the general atmos- 
phere of the sketch is delicious. Coupled 
with this sketch come excellent ones of 
Lord Shaftsbury, who dedicated his lfe 
“from boyhood till death to the social ser- 
vice of humanity,’’ and Cardinal Manning. 

Of the latter the. author writes: ‘He had 
touched life at many points. A wealthy 
home, four years at Harrow, Balliol in its 
palmiest days, a good degree, a college 
fellowship, political and secular ambitions 
of no common kind, apprenticeship to the 
practical work of a government office, a 
marriage brightly bu. all too briefly 
happy, the charge of a county parish, and 
an early initiation into the duties of ec- 
clesiastical rulership; all these experiences 
had made Henry Manning by the time of 
his momentous change an accomplished 
man of the world.”’ 

Later on he speaks of the octogenarian 
cardinal as a “beautiful mannered, well- 
informed, sagacious old gentleman, who 
but for this dress might have passed for a 
cabinet minister, an eminent judge, or a 
great county magnate.”’ 

The reader can easily imagine how'many 
charming recollections must ‘MNnecassarily 
accrue from a close association with this 
man of intellect, humor and benevolence. 

The chapters on conversation abound in 
discrimination, and the spiciest gossip 
covers the grace, or foibles of many bril- 
liant and noted talkers. The reader will 
pause every now and then, and pat him- 
self on the back for being in such good 
company. 

A contemporary description of Lord Bea- 
consfield’s conversation when he was a 
young man, striving for social prestige 
was that “he talked Jike a race-horse ap- 
proaching the -winning post.” 

Mr. Matthew Arnold is quoted as say- 
ing: ‘“‘People think that I can teach them 
style. What stuff it all is! Have some- 
thing to say, and say it as clearly as you 
can, that is the only secret of style.” 

It seems that Mr. Gladstone had the rep- 
utation of being uncivil to the queen, and 
the report is said to have arisen from the 
fact, that Mr. Gladstone harangued her 
about “‘the policy of the Hittites, or the 
harmony between the Athanasian creed 
and Homer.’”’ The queen, perplexed and 
uncomfortabie, tried to make a digression— 
addresses a remark to a daughter, or prof- 
fers ‘biscuits to a begging ternier. Mr. 
Gladstone restrains himself with an effort 
until the princess has answered or the dog 
has sat down, then promptly resumes: ‘I 
was about to say—.’’ Meanwhile the flood 
has gathered force by delay, and when it 
bursts forth again it carries ail before it. 

There is an unmhackneyed quality in ‘‘Col- 
lections and Recollections’’ that will re- 
fresh a public almost weary to exhaustion, 
with ‘*memories,”’ ‘“impressions,”’ etc. 
There is tonicity about this informal 
collection that acts upon the reader like 
ozone; he will have a general sense of 
well-being, and think the world isn’t such 
a sorry place after all. These remarks 
of course do not apply to two or three of 
the papers that would have served a better 
purpose by being omitted. 
“COLLECTIONS AND RECOLLEC- 
TIONS.” By One Who Has Kept a 
Diary. Harper & Bros., publishers, New 
York. :

Smalley’s ‘““‘Timely Thoughts on Books and 
Authors,” published in the New York Her- 
ald, July 24th.

“An English friend writes me.that the 
book, ‘Collections and Recoliections,’ lately 
noticed in these columns, is known in the 
land of its origin as ‘Crumbs from Many 
Dinner Tables.’ ‘The author is Mr. G. W. 
E. Russell. it need not be supposed” that 
he plays’*the part of Lazarus. He was 
born into a very considerable position in 
life, belonging, as he does, to the great 
family of Russells, long a power in the 
state. But he is the son of a younger son, 
and so none of the. vast revenues of which

“Mr. Rueséll has had a political ambition

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The book of Leviticus—polychrome edi- 
tion of the Bible—has just issued from the 
press. The scheme of coloring, showing ’the 
composite nature of the book, has net been 
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first the priestly narrative, second the law 
of holiness; third, certain interpolations 
of comparatively late date. 

Those who have claimed for Leviticus a 


remote authorship, that of Moses, for in-/ 


stance, will be surprised to learn that the 

investigations of modern scholars fix. the 

date of the bo as we know it, at a period 

no. further back than the year 444 

BC.. How many Bible readers, I wonder, 

have paused to consider the complicated 

and onerous nature of the Jewish ceremo- 
nial law. Inthe opening chapters of 

Leviticus, for example, an account of five 

kinds of sacrifices—the burnt offering, the 

cerea] offering, the peace offering, the sin 
offering and the guilt offering. 

All these sacrifices were attended by 
minute and varying rites, and ceremonies. 
Take the sin offering as an illustration. 
This offering was invented to restore the 
worshippers to favor with God, after such 
favor had been forfeited by some sin of 
inadvertence. A peculiar feature of this 
sacrifice is the ritual regulating the dis- 
posal of the blood of the nation, some of 
which.was placed on the altar of incense, 
while the rest was poured out at the base 
of the same. The fat portions of this sa¢ri- 
fice were consumed upon the altar, and 
when the offering was presented in behalf 
of the high priest or the whole people, the 
rest of the animal was entirely burnt in 
come place away from the sanctuary; in 
other cases, the meat belonged to the offi- 
ciating priest. 

The ritual of the sin offering obligingly 
varied, according to the rank of the wor- 
shipper. Simple offerings were provided for 
those who were too poor to present the 
regulation kind of victim, which was in 
different cases, either a bullock, a goat, or 
@ ram. 

It is interesting to note that the sin offer- 
ing is not mentioned as a sacrifice in early 
times, but as the priestly class increased 
in numbers, and there were more mouths 
to feed, the sin offering finally took the 
form of a pecuniary fine, levied at the 
éanctuary. 

Thinking of this ancient sacrificial wor- 
ship of the Jewish people, singular con- 
siderations present themselves. This one, 
for instance: Jehovah, in the convictions of 
the Hebrews—who utterly repudiate the 
teachings of Christ and the apostles, has 
never abrogated the levitical laws, there- 
fore should God’s chosen people ever ob- 
tain possession of Jerusalem, a logical out- 
come would be the rebuilding of the tem- 
ple, and the restoration of the ancient sac- 
rificial worship. Is it not in the range of 
probability that the nineteenth century 
may see the holy land once more in the 
possession of the people of Israel] and the 
house of God again crown the summit of 
Mount Zion, 

This edition of Leviticus is, from the 
scholar’s standpoint, the most complete and 
satisfactory ever published. It {s illustrat- 
ed with a number of engravings and eluci- 
dated by a wealth of notes, the fruit of the 
higher criticism. 

I have already spoken in extenso and in 
the highest terms of this great Bible. It 
is the bible of tne unlettered as well of 
the learned and ts destined to work a vast 
and seasonable change in the attitude of 
Christian people toward the sacred books 
of the Hebrew people.

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“The Recollections of 1 Rear Admiral,” 
are not as breezy and exciting as they 
might be. Nevertheless they are full of 
interesting matter relative to our naval 
service in war and peace during the past 
fifty years. Admiral Franklin has been an 
intelligent and appreciative traveler in 
various portions of the globe. He has been 
associated with some of the most dis- 
tinguished men of his times and his recol- 
lections are graced by many an agreeable 
unecdote. 

Admiral Frankiin when a midshipman 
served with men who had sailed with Hall 
and Decatur in 1312 and when he was 
vaptain he was with l’arragut at Mobile 
bay. 

The history of his life at Annapolis fs of 
pecuilar interest, the naval academy at 
that time being inits infancy. At the time 
when he writes only two classes had been 
graduated there. Not only was the naval 
academy crude and poorly regulated, but 
the conditions of life in that section of 
country were of the same character, 

The author writes that the inhabitants of 
the shores of Maryland and Delaware were 
only one degree removed from the savages. 
“They were a smail cross betwWeen the 
small farmer and: the wrecker. They 
never east eyes upon a vessel without 
a thought of what a fine prize she would 
be. I heard one of the principai men 
amongst them gay one Gay, upon looking at 
our steamer: ‘How I shou'd LkKe to 
wreck her,’ ”’ 

This state of things existed on the 
shores of Delaware fifty years ago. Con- 
trasting it with the state of things exist- 
ing today, Wwe can well appreciate the 
truth of the line that “the thoughts of 
men are widened with the process of the 
suns.” 

Ths fact that the memorics of Admiral 
Franklin cover an extensive period afford 
in a condensed menner a fine opportun- 
ity for the reader to study the growth of 
nuny phases of our national life ‘The 
positive and permanent benefit of the hook 
will lead one to overlook a lack of warmth 
and vivacity in the style, which is strik- 
ingly utilitarign. 

The work is’ presented in most attractive 
end substantial covers. Large, clear type, 
the wide margins, greatly enhance the 
pleasure of reading the volume.

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BRUNSWICK BOY ON THE DANDY. 


Writes to His Parents Describing His 
Experience. 

Brunswick, Ga., July 30.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—On board the Assocfated Press 
boat Dandy, now doing service in the ex- 
citing events around Santiago, is Captain 
Harry E. Berrie, a Brunswick boy, well 
and favorably known to the people all 
over this section of the country. When 
the Dandy was chartered for the press 
service Harry was second officer on board, 
and he has remained in that responsible 
position every day since the vessel went 
into service. Daring to a fault, he is one 
of those typical Americans who have 
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HARRY E. BERRIE. 
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made this nation what it Is in warfare. 
and as second officer on the Dandy he has 
directed many runs of that now famous 
boat into ports where the news of all im- 
portant events could be quickly -cabied to 
this country and laid before the citizens 
at their daily breakfast tables. He has 
just written a lengthy letter to his mother 
and father and through their courtesy I 
am enabled to refer to some of the con- 
tents of it. After describing the difficul- 
ties attendant upon getting mail he relates 
the excitement which followed the firing 
on the Dandy from the forts. It was dur- 
ing a bombardment and the newspaper 
men on. board were anxious to secure a 
better view than they had. Aiter consult- 


was decided to make a run in close to 
shore. The Dandy’s prow was turned 
shoreward and the /fforts were rapidly com- 
ing into plain view when a puff of smoke 
warned them of a shot sent their way. 
One second later the shrieking, screaming 
shell passed over them, causing everyone 
to involuntarily duck their heads and look 
anxiously toward the shore batteries, from 
which the angry flying missile had come. 
Almost instantly afterwards another puff 
was seen and another one of the scream- 
ing instruments of destruction came to- 
ward the vessel and caused those on deck 
to think about turning around. By the 
time this thought had been -put into execu- 
tion the Spaniards had sent another shell 
after them, and this burst fifty feet to the 
stern of the Dandy. By this time she was 
making the foam fly away from the dan- 
ger line and the gunners evidently realizing 
that she could not be reached and did not 
attempt another shot. This was only one 
of the many narrow escapes the Dandy 
has had and illustrates to what jengths 
the newspaper men and those in command 
of their dispatch boats will go to get good 
reports and descriptions of what is going 
on and to be seen in this war. When the 
Spanish fleet came out of Santiago the 
Dandy was'lying off shore some miles. 
She immediately closed in as near as Ad- 
miral Sampson’s orders would permit -and 
witnessed the destruction of the entire 
fleet. While the Vizeaya and Almirante 
Oquendo were on the beach burning Harry 
says several] from the Dandy, including 
himself, went on board the Oquendo. The 
pigihts they witnessed were heart-sickening. 
Bodies of Spanish sailors, smoke blackened 
and blood covered, were lying on the decks 
twisted around the iron work and exposed 
in all their horrible mutilatiom to the blaz- 
ing sun. American shells had swept the 
deck and mowed men down like ripened 
grain before the reaper’s blade. To those 
who were stoutchearted enough to walk 
over the decks and examine the interior 
some reward was in store. In the after 
cabin of the Oquendo an iron safe was. 
found, and this was brought on deck and 
opened. There was about $300 in silver in 
this safe and Harry secured $65 of this 
amount. It would have been possible to 
have saved all the money, but some sailors 
from the Texas came aboard and in their 
efforts to gct some of it the bulk of the 
coin was knocked overboard.
